1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
August 6. 2007 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, and 5-1 8 are pending. 

3. This application is In condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The drawings are objected to because "R" (active radius) which stretches from 
the center "C" of the brake disc "8" to the outer perimeter of the brake disc shown in 
Fig. 5 and not "from the center C of the brake disc to the point of contact between the 
lining and the brake disc lying at the greatest distance from said center" as recited In 
page 15 par. [0048] of the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.
